Is Congress Doing Its Job?

Very few peuple like the way Congress is run and most of 
those are the people who run Congress. There is a growing belief 
that Congress is not doing well enough, in fact a Washington 


observer last summer admitted that some residents believe that | 
Congress just won't do. Certainly there is a rising clamor for | 


it to change some of its rules, knock away some of its traditions, 
and show a greater sense of discipline as to time and energy. 

Despite all of this, no institution in American life seems 
so braced aganst change as Congress is. Its every rule is ground- 
ed in the past. When 77 freshmen members takes seats next week 
with the opening of the 88th Congress, they will bé told by word 
and by ritual that old ways are best, and that the way to get 
along is to go along. 

The country dcesn't share the sense of reverence with which 
Congress regards itself. The New. York Times said last October, 
when Congress finally managed to end a chaotic season, that it 
seemed to have trouble even finding the exit. 

Liberal complein — mostly Southern conservatives — that 
the committee chairmen of Congress have too much power, and 
that the seniority m — by which chairmen are made — 
should be rooted ou! 

Even though Congress is the hopes of the, Conservatives 
when the President is committed to change as a way of political 
life and the Supreme Court leans powerfully to the liberal side 
of public issues, the Conservatives have their gripes. True, 
the coalition of Southern Democrats and Republicans has. won 
many battles of Congress in recent years, but it loses cam- 
puigns. Deficits have become commonplace, An outmoded tax 
system chokes economic growth 

It seems as if everyone has their gripes with Congress. Most 
political scientists regard it as irrational, rrresponsible, and an 
all-round untidy Their solution is to lean toward the British 
Parliamentary system. Even Congressmen have their doubts 
abouts Congress, “The public is losing confidence in Congress" 
says Sen. Clifford P. Case. 

Many people defend Congress by saying that much power 
has been taken away from Congress. They say Congress used 
to go the White House to tell the President what was to be done, 
now they are summoned from their offices on Capitol Hill or 
from the pheasant fields of South Dakota, as during the Cuban 
Crisis last October to be told what the President has all resdy
